the firet to rush to the 
iid of the skatchewan city. 

The citizens of © Edmonton 
had barely been apprised of 
the torrible catastrophe 
through = the Bulletin when 
Mayor Armstron despatched 
a telegram extendin the 
sympathy of the city and 
monetary assistance if accept 
able.
